Rabbi. and Sexton, and a Sextoness should be secured atan anneal salary of £40, It is 
also proposed that a Gemiluth Chassodim Society should be established for hono. 
rarily carrsing out the duties of.preparing the dead for burial. A provident society 
is also recommended to be established in connection with the Federation for the 
purpose of securing the right of burial for the member, his wife, and unmarried 
children, for a contribution of three-halfpence per week.

JUDAISM versus LEGALISM, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—An authorized statement has appeared in the press to the effect that 
“driving” on the Jewish Sabbath being regarded as a “desecration” of the 
Sabbath, the Lord Mayor Elect will walk in the procession in order to meet the views 
of his coreligionists in the ward which he represents. The consent of the Lord 
Mayor Elect to endure the inconvenience of walking a long distance in state attire 
on perhaps a wet and muddy day for the sole purpose of giving satisfaction to 
others, is a rare instance of self-sacrifice, quite fictional. The like of it is not 
within every-day experience. I have no more to say on this aspect of the matter, 

The agitation which led the Lord Mayor Elect to make this peculiar surrender 
of personal comfort is a glaring illustration of the moral twist which centuries of 
hair-«plitting have produced in the popular Jewish mind. It is understood that 
driving is the desecration. The fact of the entire Sabbath day being spent upon the 
Lord Mayor's show, the swearing-in, the walking in the procession, the employment 
of hundreds of persons in connection with the proceedings do not constitute an in- 
fringement of the Sabbath, the public is to understand ! Not until the Lord Mayor 
stepped into his carriage would the Sabbath be violated. Such ia the alleged Jewish 
public opinion which is just now being announced with unusual clamour. Well, 
that is a diseased public opinion ! The holiness of the Sabbath, as ordained in the 
fourth commandment and enforced by the prophets, is absolately perverted by this 
interpretation, and the conce ption of the Sabbath is thas reduced to the meres 
technicality.

Such a mental process as enables the Israelite to delude himself with the notion 
that he is keeping the Sa‘bath holy just because he is not driving, though he may 
be spending the day in pursuits which exclude all religious reflection, and rest itself, 
has received and does receive the countenance and support of men who ought to 
denounce it. Doceit, hypocrisy, and unreality, are the natural outcome of all pro- 
ceedings which sacrifice the spirit to the letter of the Law.

Sir,—A correspondent last week suggested that synagogues should have special 
services for children.

The questions to be decided are—first, have the Trustees the. power to divert 
the money ; and secondly, has any part of London (except North London) a better 
claim than any other ?

SOME SUMMER HOLIDAYS: A RETROSPECT. 

With the trees growing leafless will it add to the trouble of « eing them grow 
bare, to recall the sunny hours when we sat under their shade?! Searcely, if the 
philosophers are right who teH us that one of the keenest delights of age is to live 
over again in memory the vanished joys of youth. If that be so, it may follow that 
a chronicle of some sunshiny days that aro dead will make a glimmer of cheeriners 
in the coming winter fogs, andl may even: anvey to some prudent folks a suggeation 
for the future storage of sunshine.

One party of 
twelve were chaperoned to a charming house in Carshalton, where the greeting was 
almost that of old frien?s, and a return visit, seeing that one of the young hostesses 
had _ often visited the girls and had tea and talk with them at theireclub, Another 
dozen were entertained, for the day at St. Albans, dinner and tea both set out and 
served in the prettiest and most hospitable fashion, and the long drive through 
fresh sweet country lanes from the station to the house, forming another delightful 
incident in the day's expedition. Thirteen more, and these again old friends of the 
hostesses, had an especial treat in the way of tea and talk at a certain bijou cottage 
at Harrow. Thirty others of these toiling maidens got a refreshing glimpse of

A RUSSIAN ARCHBISHOP ON JEWS AND JUDAISM, 

The Archbishop Nicanor of Odersa and Kherson has been telling some 
home truths to the (Quite as characteristic as his speech on the 
Ruesian character (of which we quote a translation from the Times) was the 
Archbishop's address, on September 18th (“ old style’), at the Odessa University 
in honour of the Russian National Saint, Alexander Nevski, and the birthday of 
the present AlexanderlIll of which a Russian correspondent senda us 
the following abstract : 


. TheArchbishop raid: Some two years agoa ventleman who scems to know agood 
deal of natural his ory, but who is not inclined to study the higher and more 
elevating truths, contributed to one of our local journals an article entitled “ The 
Bible and the Jews,’ in which he strongly blasphemes the Holy Scriptures and the 
Law-viver of the Old Testament, the Prophet Moses. He, himself, confesses that he 
is not a biblical scholar, though it is quite an unnecessary confession, as this can 
be seen all through his article, and, thus, he censures a thing which ho knows 
nothing about. 

We will not trouble ourrelves to disprove all the inaccuracies of this “ wise 
scholar.” He presumes to affirm that Moses—wh6 was the very essence of morality— 
commanded Isracl to‘ rob the Egyptians.” We say, that this—in the Law of Meses— 
isa mere trifle. Every boy knows thatthe foundation of the Old Testament is: in 
the commandment : “ I am the Lord, thy God, there shall be none besides me.” 
Hear. O ‘#rael, the Lord, our God, is one God.” Andthon shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, with all thy soul and might.” (Deu. vi. 4-5). This das not 
look as though the order ‘‘rob the Egyptians” is the greatest and most important 
commandment. It is true Moses taught Isracl net to be harsh with their Jewish 
slaves, but he did not command them to te cruel to the slaves of other nations, but 
allowed them to keep them in slavery and hand them down to their children. 

The permission by Moses to take the belongings of the Egyptians when he 
brought them out.of that land, was a very trifling thing, when we consider that 
the Israelites were for centuries under bondage to the Egyptiars, tolling day and 
night without ceasing and almost without food; it was nothiog in comparison to 
the bard labour the Jews had to put up with. 

The following are also the faults our “echolar” finds in these humanitarian 
teachings to the money-lender: “When thou dost lend thy brother anything. thou 
shalt not go unto his house to fetch his pledge. Thou shalt stand abroad. and the 
man to whom thou dost lend shall bring out the pledge abroad unto thee. And if 
the man be poor, thou shalt not sleep with his pledwe. In any Case thou ehalt de- 
liver him him the pledge again when the sun rocth down, that he may sleap in his 
own raiment and bless thee’ (Deut. xxiv. 10-15), *‘At the end of every seven years 
¢hou sbalt make a release. And this is the manner of the release: ey ry ereditor 
that lendeth aught unto his neighbonr shall release it, he «ha'l not exact it of his 
neighbour or of his brother ; because it is called the Lord’s release. Of a foreioner 
thou mayst exact it again; but that which is thine with thy brother thy hand shall 
release" (Deut. xv. 1-5). Does this mean that the Jew is not allowed. to d: mand 
his right from. bis brother! Not at all. But the Lord wishes him to be kind- 
hearted and forgive his debt at least once in a jubilee year ; from a foreigner how- 
ever, he is permitted to collect his debt.” All human laws enforce debt, but Moses 
in this.as in many other cares, commanded the strictest humanitarian principles

It would be 
disgrace to a German to roll about the street drunk, but it is no shame for a 
Russian todo so.

This 
is very expressive if not quite reapectable. Who fills these drinking shops, restau - 
rants, and public-houses with customers! The answer from Charch and village is 
unanimous,—* We, the Orthodox Russians.” Who pays these hundreds of millions 
of roubles every year for strong liquors? “ We, the Orthodox Rassians.” So much 
the less honourable and beneficial for the Orthodox Russians. 

From all this comes that oppressive and slavish imitation, to say nothing of the 
higher intelligent Claases, who are jascinated, not by the ideals of Russian indivi- 
dualism, but by those of an indefinite cosmopolitanism—an imitation which has 
already spread far and wide among tho Russian peasantry, and touches ths most 
vital interests of Rus-ian nationality and Russian faith, This imitation exhibita 
itself in the tendency towards Stundism.* And whatis Stundiem ? Let ws answer 
plainly and boldly, It is nothing but an ugly form of Germanization. In a certaia 
village, on coming outof church, we eee a group of men separated from the rest. 
hey do not raise their cap to the Bishop as he passes, and they are all shaven to a 
man, and all dressed in short German jackets, We immediately conclude that they 
are German and not Russians ; but no, we soondiscover that they are the Russian 
Orthodox parishioners of yesterday, now become Stundists, They have deserted the 
Giod of Russia and the Russian faith : they have forsaken the holy customs of their 
fatherland ; they heve turned away from their fathers and brethren; and they even 
despise their own nativnal dress. They delight to be Germans in Russia. They hang 
up in their homes the poitraits of Kaiser Wilhelm anil Prince Battenberg, and pur- 
posely hang underneath the picture of the Rassian Czar, Think of this, you, who 
are the “ intelligentsi” of Russia, and who sympathise with this sect. Standiam is 
treachery to Rassia and everything Russian. The ideals and attachments of the 
Stundists are notin Russia. From this, again, it becomes evident that we, who 
drenched the South of Russia with Russian blood, broke up the Empire of the 
Sultans which once threatened the whole world, and twice repulsed the arms of 
united Europe—that we Russiane who did all this are only brilliant in stress and 
war, while in times of peace we sink into the usual Russian, Slavonic apsthy and 
indifference, and are distinguished by instability of character and laxity of morals, 

This instability, which in these latter days seems to have become the ileal of 
many who consider themseives the representatives of intelligence, is at present 
leading our social organism towards dissolution and ruin faster than ever before. 
By means of war we have raised ourselves victorjous over m ny peoples ; and none 
as yet have ever been able to overcome us. But by our weakness of character, 
and by our infirmity in the matters of culture, citizenship, and religion, we allow 
every foreigner who is so minded to place himself over us; and here in our own 
homes, here on Russian soil conquered by Russian blood, we stand not at the head 
but at the tail, not above, but beneath all other races and peoples. 

What can we wish for Odessa on this auspicious occasion ; or, more correctly, 
what can we desire for the Russian people of Odessa? “May the Lord place them at 
the head, and not at the tail, May they be above, aud not below, the other races 
and peoples living among us, For tne Russians, aod no other people, are the 
foundation aud strength of the Empire. From their faults the whole Empire 
suffers, The Jews of a certain village once thanked mo for praying for rain. “ Why 
do you thank me? 
well with us,” was the wise and sententious reply. If the Russians prosper, then 
all the peoples and foreign-speaking races of the Empire will also prosper ; but if 
the Russians degrade themselves the general welfare of the whole country mast 
thereby tuffer.

DISEASE IN BUTCHER'S Mrat.—Dr; Bebrend’s article. in. Nineleenth 
Century has attracted widespread. interest, and Hews papers in all parts of the. 
world refer to it at great length. The journal Amer: ce commenting upon. the 
article quotes the statistics of tubercular disease in Chicazo (over one-tenth of the 
total number of deaths), and concludes its article as follows The law of Moses, 
the practices of the faithfal Israelites, and the vitality of this wonderfal poople all 
point out the means to be adopted by Christian authorities in modera times if they 
would preserve our health and lives from ove of the most fatal diseases that 
afflicts humanity, If we: would suppress consumption, there must be a proper 
inspection of all animals intended for food at the abatteirs, both before and after 
they are slaughtered, And if any animal presents signs of tubercle in any organ, 
however localized, it should at once be rejected as unfit for food. And this rejection 
must, apply to the whole carcass, as Ww ll as to the organs in which the disease is 
localiz:d. Short of this there is absolutely no safety.

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THE 70TH BIRTHDAY OF SANITARY-COUNCILLOR DR. 8. 
NEUMANN, IN BERLIN, OCTOBER 22, 1889. 


On the October Dr. Salomon Nenmano, of Berlir, entered 
on the 7let year of his life. Without any official position in the Jewish 
Community of Berlin, Dr. Neumann has all along stood in the foremost rank of 
the combatants whenever occasion has ‘arisen to fight for German Judaiem, or 
for the interests of Jadaism generally. Supported by an intimate knowledge, 
which unhappily is becoming rare among leading men ia G rmany, of Hebrew 
and the traditional forms of Judaism, animated by a spirit of untiring devotion 
for tho science of Jadaism, powerful through his acholariy learning and his 
philosophical career as a consummate speaker and writ r of his German mother 
tongue ; holding a distinguished social position on account of his medical quali- 
fications, Dr. Neumann has shown himself to bs a worthy champion of the Jewish 
cauee In Germany. 

The carly training which he enjoyed ia tha home of his pious father in 
Pyritz (Prussia) was strictly Jewish. His family traces its pedigree back for 
more than two centarive, and sttled in Prussia after an expulsion’ of Jews from 
Moravia. To the care bestowed on Lis primary Hebrew edacation he owes his 
life-long attachinent to the Hebrew lingaage, and the enjoyment with waich he 
reads every new Hebrew work. Having been prepared at tlalle for a medica! 
career, the young doctor visited the High Schools and Hospita's of foreiga 
countries in order to bs ina position to tak» up his practice armed with te 
experience he had thus acquircd. In the year 1847, he wrote his first work, 
“Die Offentliche Gesundheitspflege und das Eigenthum,”’. a thorough and 
splendidly written criticiem of the Prassian medical system, the reform of which 
was then under discussion. All the characteristic qualities of the man already 
made themselves apparent in this work, the first fruits of his active brain—inde- 
pendent spirit, critical mind, and Jewish disposition. is recognition as 
doctor be obtained by his appointment as Sanitary Councillor. 

His zeal for the public affisirs of Berlin, his laboura in regard to social 
qvestions, gained for him a seat in the Manicipal Council, of which he is one of 
the oldest and best-known members. Ilere he has fonght by the side of such a 
man as Virchow in all matters affecting the culture and the welfare of the pcople. 
Repeated re-elections have been the reward of his efforts in this direction ; and 
when he had completed twenty-live years of memb rship of the C yuncil, he was 
waited on by Herr von Forkenbeck, the Chief Bargomaster of Berlin, wearing 
the insignia of his office, and by Virchow and other leading menin the Municipal 
Government, who conveyed to him, in the name of the city, warm felicitations on 
the anniversary. 

jut with ali his heart Neumann has at all times devoted himself to Jewish 
interests. The idea of establishing a Universal Israelitish Alliance found in him 
from the beginning one of its most ardent supporters. Dr. Neumann is stiil 
closely connected with th: Alliance as a membecrof the Central Committe in 
Paris, and as President of the Branch in Borlin. Ls has defended the Society 
more than once, notably in the pamphlet which appeared in 1883, and passed 
through several cditions undcr the title of © Die neuests Litre iiber die Israel- 
tische Allianz: cin Probestii:k ana der Anti-Semitischen Moral.’ The Conferences 
which the Alliance summoned from tims to tims to discuss weighty questions 
were generilly attended by him ; the: late MM. Netter and Veneziani, its dele- 
gates to Berlin during the time of the Congress of 1873, were his personal 
friends, who went in and out of his house as they pleased. 

The greatest service which Dr. Neumann has rendered to German Judaism 
was in the dark diys when the wave of Anti-Semitism first swept over Germany. 
Herr von Treitschke, the father of Anti-Semitism, gave out that there was to be 
an emigration en masse Of Jews froin the Kast ; he raised a spectre which coald 
find no rest, and the fear was generally entertained that Prussia was about to be 
over-run by a horde of Jews, <A petition was preaeated to Parliament imploring 
that body to avert the danger which threatened the Fatherland. Then Neumann 
took up the banner of statistics, of which he had previously and in many writings 
proved himself t» be a thorough master. Toe spectre melted. away into space, 
the hasty conclusions of the German historian were shown to be mere inventions 
or falsehoods, ‘The oflicial data in the Prossian- statistical buread supplied the 
wood for von Treitschke’s gallows. All honest-minded men were convinced by 
the tranquillising and uncontrovertible facts marshalled by Dr, Neumann, and 
his work, * Die Fabel von der jiidischen Masseneinwanderung,” achapter from 
Prussian statistice, was an event. Passing throagh one edition after another the 
book made its importance felt by its sledgehammer blows, so that there remained 
no other course t»> our enemies but to admit themselves beaten. ‘The members 
of Parliament, Virchow and Alexander Meyer, openly rangid themselves by the 

bide of Neutaann in this controversy ; and the Chamber of Deputies, after giving 
up two days to a debate on the question, accepted his views as conclusive. 
Eminent specialiste, and the authorities on Prussian statistics, publicly acknow- 
ledged the immense value of his unconquerable arguments ; and the fable of an 
extensive Jewish immigration at length died out. These events found a com- 
plement in the work which Dr. Neumann published in 1884, on the occasion of 
Zanz's 0th birthday ; “ Zur statistik der Juden in Preassen von 1816 bis 1880.” 
The results of tvese labours have been accepted by science, and adopted in the 
newest statistical handbooks. 

In addition to this brilliant philosophical activity in the service of Judaiem, 
Neumann has also been an incessant worker in the cause of the science of Jadaism. 
Never can it be forgotten, and especially on this 22nd October, how much‘he has 
done for Leopold Zunz. In the creation of the foundation to commemorate 
Zané’s (Oth birthday, in its administration and furtherance, ke has from the begin- 
ning taken a leading part. To him above all is due, the credit of having arranged 
in three. volumes the collection of ‘Zunz’s. minor w ritings, whereby Jewisb 
literature has been enriched by a veritable memorial. Zanz was thereby induced 

to incorporate in the collection the additions and corrections he had made in the 
carlier com positions, and to undertake himacthf the revision of his minor 
writings. Grateful recoguition must here be made of Moritz Steinschneidir 
who, in the honours paid to Zunz, loyally assisted Neumann. by advice and action. 

Neumann also have we to thank that the representatives of Jewish science were 
en .bled to present Zanz on his Och birthd iy withthe “ Jubelschrift,” which is 
adinitted to be one of the most important works of present-day Jewish 
literature.

Two lives were lost, those of a man andlawoman The 
calamity is causing much suffering. Many of the poor creatures were away from 
home, working in the grain warehouses, and were therefore unable to save anything 
except the clothes on their backs. TheJewish Community of Casablanca subscribed 
money to give each of the homeless ones a cake of bread on the night of the fire, 
but trey had to lie down in the open air.

The 
Rev. L,. M. Simmons, B.A., presided, The lecturer pointed out how necessary it was 
that England should crown the edifice of its excellent judicial system by establish- 
ing that which nearly every civilised country had provided for itself—a criminal 
court of appeal. W hereas in money concerns & case may be taken from the County 
Court through various stages to the House of Lords. in. matters affecting life and 
death there was no appeal, In support of his argument the lecturer quoted from 
Lords Bramwell! and Esher and the late Sir G. Jegwl and Lord FitzGera'd, The 
Chairman gave a suce'net explanation of the working of the law in criminal CARES, 
and he was followed by the Rev. J. H. Valentine.

EXPLORATION AT SINAI—An interesting report on his arch:eological mission 
to Sinai has been given to the French Academy of Inscription by M. Benedite. This 
gentleman explored the mountainous region which forms the Peninsular of Sibai 
in the Red Sea, and suceceded in copying 60 inscriptions which were on the 
rocks, and almost all of which were hitherto unknowa. The explorer followed the 
northern route to the sacred hills, which was the same chcsen. by Niebuhr, but he 
found comparatively few inscriptions in that direction, the localities most rich in 
epigraphy being the Firan and the Mukhatted. M. Benedite states that the 
inscriptions were not made by pilgrims, and that they belong to various epochs, 
those of the Christians standing out separately from the inscriptions which were 
made by Moslem or Semitic hands,
